Inspectors are to be fur- 
nished from one or more of the follow- 
ing sources: 


(a) Inspectors of t&& steam boiler 


insorance companies. 


(b) State factory inspectors. 
(c) Engineering students from tech- 


nical colleges. 


(d) Volunteers and others. 
The ratings will be based upon re- 


corded answers to questions, each of 
which will be given a value depend- 
ing upon its relative importance to 
the oth.er questions. Depending upon, 
the efficiency of methods in use in 
any plant, it may be rated in Class 
1, 2, 3 or 1. 


The adminIstrative engineer in each 


state irill have supervision of elec- 
trical and mechanical problems con- 
nected with fuel conservation activi- 
ties contemplated under this plan. 


The ratings will be based- upon ex- 


isting equipment. The difficulty, de- 
lay and expense Involved in the in- 
stallation at this time of improved 
power equipment is fully recognized; 
but experience has proved that ten to 
twenty per cent of fuel now used ra 
pow«r plants can "be saved by im- 
provements in operation alone. 


In advance of the first inspection a 


questionnaire is being sent to every 
power plant in each district, with no- 
tice to the owner that within, say 
sixty days, his plant will be inspected

npon his visit This action will give ' 
a reasonable time to any plant owner 
to improve the operation of his plant 
and conform to recommendations be- 
fore his plant is actually raved. Thus, 
when the inspector calls for the pur- 
pose of obtaining and checking up the 
information form, the plant may re- 
ceive a much higher rating than 
-would have been tht> case U' no ttaie 
were allowed between the sending and 
collecting of the questionnaire.

Enlargement of the scope of the 


*'Work or Fight" order of the govern- 
ment to reach all men of military 
draft age who are now engaged in oc-

cial orders that will be issued by 
Provost Marshal 
General Crowder 


•within the next few months. The first 
of tlreee order* will be given out 
•within a few days, it is stated, and 
an. its terms will be an extension of 
the recent ""Work or Fight" edict 
which caused several hundred thous- 
and men to change their employment 
to necessary industries. 


As now contemplated, every man 


of draft age must before the first of 
the year, at least, obtain, employment 
5n an occupation that is classed by 
the "V7ar Industries Board as essen- 
tial to winning the war, or have an 
exemption or deferred classification 
•withdrawn from him. 


Among the vocations that 
are 


specifically under consideration 
by 


General Crowder as unfit occupation* 
by young men of military age in time 
of war are these: Practice of law by 
young lawyers who have pot yet es- 
tablished themselves, or hold posi- 
tions as clerks in law offices; bill 
collectors, ordinary bookkeepers, and 
similar vocations that can be filled 
by older men, or by women; real es- 
tate and insurance agents solicitors 
and investment and security sales- 
men; traveling salesmen, and clerks 
and assistants in educational. char- 
itafale and religious institutions.
